shotgun, the jury ruled. A short 
time after the discovery of Ford- 
ney's body, Miss Barber was 
found at the foot of the stairs 
of the New Wilmington home she 
shared with her father. 


Witnesses Monday night told the 


coroner's jury that Mis's Barber 
had dated Fordney occasionally 
but that the night of the tragedy 
she had entertained another youth

Adenauer Is 
Scored By Red 
In E. Germany 


By SEYMOUR TOPPING 


Berlin (.ff)— Soviet commander 


boss Nikita Khrushchev arrived in 
East Berlin today for a tour of 
restive 
East 
Germany. 
He 


promptly denounced the foreign 
policy of West German Chancellor 
Konrad Adenauer as a "great dan- 
ger" to world peace. 


The Soviet leader made the 


statement during a massive wel- 
coming ceremony at East Berlin's 
railway station. - 


Khrushchev, speaking just five 


weeks in advance of West Ger- 
man elections in which Adenaur 
faces a tough fight against the 
Socialists, told the welcoming 
rally: 


"Unfortunately our peace efforts 


have not been supported by the 
ruling quarters of the West Ger- 
man 
Federal 
Republic. 
They 


counteract the interests of their 
nation without paying attention to 
the bad experiences of the past. 
They sow the poisoned seed of dis- 
trust against the-Soviet Union^and 
the whole Socialist camp. 


"This is" a" great danger not only 


for our peoples but also to the 
cause of world peace". 


Khruschev spoke a few min- 


utes after an East German army 
band hailed him with the Prus- 
sian army presentation march— 
the military anthem played for 
Adolf Hitler 'and Kaiser Wil- 
helm n. 


East German troops wearing So- 


viet-type helmets paraded past in 
his honor. 


Khrushchev,, headling a nine- 


man Moscow delegation, stepped 
onto the platform closely followed 
by Deputy Premier Anastas Mi- 
koyan and Foreign Minister An- 
drei Gromyko. 


The Russian leader looked a tri- 


fle surprised as he was promptly 
grabbed in a bearhug by spade- 
bearded Walter Ulbricht, the Sta- 
linist boss of East Germany. 


Khrushchev, wearing a light 


suit and a flashy striped tie, was 
then bussed on both cheeks by 
East German Premier Otto Grote- 
wohl. He moved down a long line 
of Soviet bloc diplomats shaking 
hands, and then shouted with 
pleasure as he came to a young 
Russian Pioneer Youth girl, on 
hand to greet him with flowers. 


In his speech, which was broad- 


cast and televised, Khrushchev 
praised the East German regime 
and stressed the close ties be- 
tween Moscow and East Berlin.

Until very recently, a. kind of celestial aura, a quality of being larger 
than life, surrounded Dwight D. Eisenhower, like "The divinity that 
doth hedge a King." But in recent weexs, the aura has rather sud- 
denly begun to wear off. 


You could sense the fading of the aura at the President's most 


recent press conference, for example. The President has had—and for 
that matter still has—the kindest press that any President has en- 
joyed in this century. Until very recently, the almost motherly atti- 
tude of the press towards the President made his press conferences 
rather dull affairs. 


But last Wednesday, the President was asked a number of ques- 


tions with distinct "Have-you-stopped-beatmg-your-wife?" overtones 
At lease twice—when he was asked about his personal finances and 


about his appointment of the imfortunte 
Maxwell H Gluck as Ambassador 
to 


Ceylon—the President became visibly 
angry. 


There is plenty of other evidence of 


the new tendency to treat the President 
more like a human being and less like 
a sovereign to be admired at a respect- 
ful distance.

But now criticism of the President is becoming almost fashion- 


able in the Congiess. Sen. Robert KBIT'S aspeisions on the President's 
intelligence were only a symptom. Northem Dmociats like Senatois 
Richard Neuberger and Paul Douglas have already served clear notice 
that they intend to hold the President personally responsible for the 
weakening of the civil rights bill, and in the House, he has been per- 
sonally blamed for the defeat of the school bill. 


The repeated rebuffs the President has suffered in his attempts 


to recruit men for the highest posts in his administration are another 
symptom of his fading aura. Twentv-one businessmen, fo r example, 
have blandly refused the offer to head the Foreign Aid Agency. It js a 
good bet that almost even- one of the twenty-one, offerd a similarly 
important post four years ago, would have mentally snapped to at- 
tention and accepted. 


There are a number of reasons for the fading of the aura. Theie 


ia simple familiarity, which has a way of causing auras to fade. There 
is the fact that the blush of the rose for the more conservative busi- 
nessmen, who dreamed of a return to the virtually tax-free heaven of 
tile nineteen twenties, and whose disillusion has been reflected in the 
muted anti-Eisenhower revolt among Republicans in Congress. Finally, 
of course, there is the fact tbat Dwight Eisenhower is the first consti- 
tutional lame duck President in History.

The answer lies with the President, For the most Important rea- 


son for the fading of the Eisenhower aura also lies with the President.- 
His newly acquued habit of staging public debates with himself on 
such issues as the budget and civil rights has indeed given an impres- 
sion of wish-washiness, which has gieatly undermined his personal 
authority. But a Piesident can almost always get what he want« when 
he really goes after it. 


The President proved this himself when he went to the country 


to defend his foieign aid and defense budgets As a result of this coun- 
terattack, he stood an excellent chance of getting substantially what 
he wanted—until, amazingly, he cut the ground out from under his own 
supporters in the budget fight by asking far less than the aum he 
had previously designated as the bedrock minimum for defense. 


The fact is that a President, lame duck or no, has immense power 


if he is willing to use it. Above all, he has the power of choosing, or' 
at least profoundly influencing the choice of his party's next Presi- 
dential candidate. The question is whether 
President 
Eisenhower, 


being the kind of man he is, will use the power he has. If he does, 
the fading of the Eisenhower auia is likely to be a temporary pheno- 
menon.

Peter Sorensen, retired today after 
61 years at his trade. Thirty-three 
of those years have been spent in 
the little basement shop beneath 
the former bus station across from 
Melroy Cafe. 


It was here where "Pete" open- 


ed his shoe repair shop in down- 
town Warren in 1924 and it is 
here where Ben Mongiello will con- 
tinue to operate the business. 


With his retirement, 
"Pete" 


joins the rest of that vanishing 
American known as "shoe mak- 
ers". Where this community had 
nine shoe repair establishments a 
decade ago, only three now remain 
•—Russo's Shoe Re-Nuery and San- 
to D. Falvo Shop, besides the new 
Mongiello's, All three are cluster- 
ed within a block of each other on 
Pennsylvania Avenue downtown. 


But it was 76-year-old "Pete" 


Sorensen who was the only one 
left of the old master shoemen in 
Warren, a group which had at one 
tune included Messrs. Thomas 
Tridico on Hickory'street, Mavrelis 
and MorelL 


Another old-tune shoe repairman 


.In Warren was Michael Nichols, 
father of Frank Nichols, of the 
Nichols Service station, who came 
here from Ludlow in 1908 and 
opened business in a small building 
which he erected on land purchased 
from the late Gennera PUlegi, Just 
west of Vic Juliano's Market at 
1118 Pennsylvania avenue, west.

"Pete" Sorensen was born in 


Denmark in 1880 and in 1895 at 
the age of 15 he ventured to the 
largest nearby town of Aelborg 
where he served his apprenticeship. 
Then to Oslo, Norway, where he 
worked in a shop which had 18 
men turning out the handmade 
shoe from sole to upper. 


About the turn of the century 


"Pete" went back to Copenhagen 
in his native land where he ran his 
own shop for five years before join- 
ing the.; mass exodus at the time to 
the new country, the "Promised 
Land" in United States. • "Pete" 
settled in Erie in 1908, had his own 
shop there by 1911. 


Finally in 1924 "Pete" came to 


Warren to operate the repair shop 
beneath what was then Redding's 
Shoe Store where the old bus sta- 
tion was. ' It was then that the 
aging craftsman watched the final 
remnants of .what had once been 
an art become a machined product 
as nimble fingers were replaced by 
the power driven needle. "Pete" 
also recalls, the Inferior leather 
now turned .out .as 30 days (or 
less) of chemical .tanning cannot 
replace fhe three-month, process of 
"bark tan." .

The Hot Stove League 


To many people, the Warren Hot Stove League is simply a 


program for boys to play baseball in Warren County. This is 
correct as far as it goes. The Warren Hot Stove League came 
into existence in the winter of 1949. Through the efforts and 
hard work of Charles Musante, local police officer and first Presi- 
dent of the League, and many others, the league played it* first 
season In the summer of that year with about five hundred boys 
and twenty-nine teams. This season, 1957, there are over one- 
thousand boys and sixty two teams. So. It is obvious that the 
youth of Warren County are heartily in .favor of the league anil 
are becoming increasingly so. 


The organization of the league Is of 'interest to many. The 


President administers the overall operation of the league while 
the Vice-President "pinch-hit*" for the President and helps In 
his duties. The Recording Secretary keeps a record of league 
activities while the Treasurer keeps accurate records of league 
income and expenditures. The Financial Secretary has charge* of 
raising money for the operation ot the league—Soliciting team 
sponsors, selling adult memberships and the like. These flve offi- 
cers are elected by the- membership at the first meeting of the 
season, usually held in late winter or early spring-. .At this meet- 
ing, the President appoints committees in fields, equipment, pro- 
tests, etc. From the respective committee names, is duties are 
self-explanatory. Also, at this time, the President appoints dis- 
trict chairmen. These districts are generally set up to conform 
with governmental sub-dlvisinons, 1. e., wards and townships. It 
H the duty of a district chairman to be in overall charge of the 
teams in his district. He must secure managers of his district 
teams, distribute equipment to them, and see that everything per- 
taining to his district runs as smoothly as possible. These, then, 
are the men behind the scenes of the Warren Hot Stove League- 
officers, commiteemen, district chairmen and managers. 
These 


men often devote up to twenty or more hours per iveek throughout 
the season for the benefit of the boys, and they almost to a man 
consider it an. honor and a privilege to contribute In any way 
they can to the Warren Hot Stove League. 


Of course, it is a great thrill to see a "kid" pitcher snuff out 


a promising- rally or to see a future Mickey Mantle slug out a 
game-winning homer. Conversely, the league frowns when they 
hear of a lopsided score, an umpire dispute, or a protested game. 
These seem to b«, like taxes, always with us but the league ever 
strives to keep them to a minimum. When, however, you see a 
player appraislngly slap the shoulder of an opponent,, a team 
cheer the opposition after the game, and see the hard but clean 
play of two evenly matched teams and the good sportsmanship 
generally displayed, it makes all the hard work, hours of plan- 
ning and "headaches" so worthwhile that the league even now 
is looking forward to a bigger and better season next year.
